It  is  a  pleasure  to  greel  all  the  members  of 
tlie  Alumni  Association  and  to  make  my  annual 
report  on  the  status  of  the  College.  T  wish  it 
were  possible  to  gather  all  here  on  Alumni  Day; 
but  as  that  cannot  he  done,  let  this  summary 
acquaint  you  all  with  our  activities. 

As  we  close  the  year,  the  undergraduate  stu- 
dent body  on  the  campus  numbers  about  4300, 
and  it  is  very  encouraging  to  know  that  the 
applications  for  next  year  are  not  much  below 
the  numbers  tor  a  year  ago.  Next  year  will  be 
our  final  year  on  the  accelerated  schedule,  and 
lhat  means  much  to  all  of  us. 

This  year  we  shall  graduate  the  first  class 
from  our  School  of  Nursing.  But  three  years 
(dd.  the  younges!  of  our  departments  is  accepted 
and  respected,  and  our  graduates  will  carry  the 
name  and  lame  of  15.  ( \  to  new  fields. 

After  some  twenty  years  as  tenants,  the  Col- 
lege took  over  the  building  at  126  Newbury 
Street,  Boston.  Increasing  numbers  in  our  vari- 
ous schools  there  made  expansion  imperative. 
The    revised    schedule    of    the     Intown    College, 


offering  new  and  attractive  courses,  and  the 
possibility  of  obtaining  a  certificate  after  three 
years,  have  drawn  new  students.  I  hope  we  shall 
he  able  to  erect  a  small  chapel  in  the  building 
before  another  year  opens  —  thus  making  it  truly 
a  Catholic  Intown  College. 

Plans  tor  another  building  are  in  progress, 
but  I  shall  not  be  able  to  break  ground  as  early 
as  T  had  hoped.  Much  as  we  need  the  added 
facilities.  I  cannot  go  ahead. 

The  changing  economic  situations  and  the 
expiration  of  veterans'  privileges  have  made  a 
serious  impact  on  our  scholarship  fund.  Never 
large,  it  must  be  built  up  if  we  are  to  keep  our 
doors  open  to  all  who  would  come  to  us.  As  in 
the  past.  Boston  College  will  always  be  ready 
to  help  worthy  students.  I  tut  we  cannot  do  it 
alone.  So  I  appeal  to  you,  the  sons  of  Alma 
Mater,  to  help  us  help  others  obtain  the  Catholic 
education   that    was  yours. 

i We  all  look  forward  to  welcoming  many  of 
you  back  to  the  ITei»hts  on  June  6th.  1  hope 
you  will  be  with  us,  and  I  trust  tliat  you  will  be 
pleased  with  our  efforts  to  build  your  college.

One  thousand  guests  attended  the  banquet 
on  April  26  at  the  Copley-Plaza,  Boston,  com- 
memorating the  twentieth  anniversary  of  the 
foundation  of  t lie  Law  School.  Of  major  impor-

HOCKEY 

Hats  off  to  the  L949  American  College  Hockey 
Champions!  Not  since  1!>l'l'.  23-24,  the  era  of 
Leo  Hughes  and  Ed  Garrity  and  Sonny  Foley 
have  the  Eagles  perched  on  the  very  top  limbs 
of  the  hockey  world,  and  the  team  of  1949  made 
a  record  almost  identical  with  the  club  of  192:). 
Fortunate  indeed  were  the  thousands  who 
thronged  to  the  Arena  to  see  the  clever  work  of 
the  whole  Boston  team,  a  team  that  played  the 
fastest,  cleanest  hockey  in  New  England.  The 
club  not  only  won  the  championship  of  the  New 
England  League  by  winning  every  game  it  played 
in  its  circuit,  but  lost  only  once  all  year  —  to  a 
well  coached  Jeremiah  team  at   Dartmouth,  and 

this  defeat  was  twice  atoned  foi in  the  return 

game  in   Boston  and   in   the  final  game  for  the 
National  crown  at  Colorado  Springs. 

There  were  thrills  without  end  in  the  hockey 
season  as  the  Kelleymen  defeated  the  best  in 
the  East.  Harvard,  Brown,  Yale,  Princeton, 
15.  U.,  Northeastern,  Dartmouth,  Devens.  Tech, 
Colorado,  International,  and  St.  Nicholas  were 
among  the  victims  of  the  Maroon,  and  the  most 
thrilling  games  of  all  were  those  against  B,  U., 
Northeastern,  Dartmouth,  and  Colorado.  The 
Sophomore  line  of  Harrington,  Mulhern,  and 
Ceglaski  was  immense;  the  first  line  of  Lewis. 
Mclntyre,  and  Fitzgerald  was  spectacular;  and 
the  third  line  of  Threadgold,  Mahler,  Byrnes, 
Delorey.  Talbot,  Walsh,  and  Finnegan  was  hard 
]y  inferior  to  the  first  two.  Threadgold,  who 
played  on  all  three  lines,  was  a  skating  dervish; 
he  it  was  who  scored  the  goal  that  put  Boston 
into  the  championship  play-offs.  The  defense  of 
All- American  Songin,  McCusker,  and  Gallagher 
was  the  best  in  the  nation,  and  Burke  in  goal 
is  among  the  top  goalies  in  B.  C.  history,  a  group 
that  includes  Jack  Fitzgerald,  Phil  Carey,  Tim 
'Beady,  and  Paul  Moore.
